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Marathon of Hope Extends to University 


The reverberations from Terry 
Fox’s Marathon of Hope have 
reached The University of 
Alberta. At this time last year, 
Terry Fox was completing the 
stretch from Edmundston , New 
Brunswick, to Montmagny, 
Quebec. This portion of his heroic 
odyssey generated $1 million for 
cancer research. On 16 June 1981, 
that sum was granted to Verner 
Paetkau, Professor of Biochemistry 
and Immunology, University of 
Alberta, under the Terry Fox 
Special Initiatives Program. The 


program is just one of the avenues 
of cancer research that have 
opened up because a courageous 
young man ran 3,339 miles and 
raised $23 million. 

Dr. Paetkau will use the grant 
over five years to do labor 
intensive work aimed at deter- 
mining how the body’s immune 
system can defend against tumor 
progression. The second aspect 
of the research is the develop- 
ment of methods to increase the 
success rate of induced tumor 
immunity.

In announcing the grant, as well 
as similar grants to two 
researchers in Toronto and a 
third in Halifax, Robert Macbeth, 
Executive Vice-President of the 
Canadian Cancer Society, said the 
thought behind the program is one 
of “Here’s the money, let’s get 
on with the job.” Dr. Paetkau, 
of course, supports that thought, 
secure in the knowledge that 
“critical mass” has been attained. 
A particular project, he said, simply 
has to have a certain size and 
scope if it is to be widely recog- 
nized and maintained. Dr. Paetkau 
will be working in concert with 
six or seven other people and he 
plans to periodically bring in 
outside people for consultation, 
something that has been difficult 
to do in the past because of 
funding cutbacks.

five applicants. Investigators in 
all fields of cancer research were 
eligible for the grants with the 
stipulation that the proposed 
research activities be conducted 
in Canada. Dr. Paetkau has a 
BSc from this University and an 
MSc and PhD from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. He was 
appointed Assistant Professor, 
Department of Biochemistry, 
University of Alberta in 1969, 
Associate Professor in 1973, and 
Professor in 1978. 

A former Medical Research 
Council scholar, he has spent the 
past eight years on immunology 
and biochemical analyses of 
regulatory processes. These 
research interests have led him 
to the molecular and cellular 
studies of host-tumor inter- 
actions. [1]

University Engineer Recognized 


Donald B. Robinson has been 
awarded the Centennial Medal by 
the Association of Professional 
Engineers, Geologists and Geo- 
physicists of Alberta (APEGGA). 
The medal was presented to the 
Professor of Chemical Engineering 
at the APEGGA meeting held on 
6 June 1981 at Jasper. 

Dr. Robinson was born in 
Calgary in 1922 and, having 
gained baccalaureate and master’s 
degrees at the University of 
British Columbia, won a PhD 
from the University of Michigan 
in 1949. In 1948, Dr. Robinson 
started employment at The 
University of Alberta as Assistant 
Professor in the Department of 
Chemical Engineering. In 1954, 
he was promoted to the rank of 
Associate Professor and, in 1958, 
to Professor. From 1958 to 1970, 
Dr. Robinson served as 
Department Chairman. 

The APEGGA Centennial 
Medal is awarded to a member 
of the Association “who has 
attained unusual distinction in the 
arts, relating to the sciences of 
engineering, geology or geophysics; 
in the teaching in these fields, or 
who by reason of invention, 
research, original work or as an 
executive on projects of unusual 
or important scope, has made 
substantial contributions to the 
foregoing fields.” 

Dr. Robinson’s nomination was 
admirably fitted to the criteria 
given above. From the time he 
resigned the chairmanship of his 
Department, Dr. Robinson has 
become ever more heavily 
involved in research into the 
properties and phase behavior of 
hydrocarbon fluids. He has 
concentrated particularly on 
systems containing related com- 
pounds such as nitrogen, hydrogen 
sulphide, carbon dioxide and 
water. “He has,” according to 
the APEGGA award announce- 
ment, “established one of the top 
laboratories in the world for 
phase behavior research and his 
work has received continuing 
financial support from outside 
agencies.” 

Again, according to the 


APEGGA announcement: “Within 
the past few years, the work of 
Dr. Robinson and his associates 
has resulted in the development 
of a simple yet reliable equation 
of state together with the 
necessary computer software to 
make it useful for design and 
engineering work related to the 
hydrocarbon recovery, transpor- 
tation and processing industry. 
Computer programs on these 
endeavors are currently in use on 
a world-wide basis. This 
theoretical work, together with 
extensive experimental measure- 
ments, has resulted in the publi- 
cation of over eighty-five 
research papers and reports 
within the past ten years. 

In 1980, Dr. Robinson, who 
at one time was the first President 
of the Canadian Society of 
Chemical Engineering, was 
awarded the CSChE’s R.S. Jane 
Memorial Award. That award too 
was presented to The University 
of Alberta engineer in recognition 
of his exceptional achievement in 
the field of chemical engineering 
in Canada. 0] 


Another Engineer Gains 
Teaching Professorship 


Kenneth Walter Domier, a 
Professor in the Department of 
Agricultural Engineering, has 
been awarded the Faculty of 
Agriculture and Forestry Teaching 
Professorship for 1981-82. This 
Professorship has been estab- 
lished along the same lines as 

the more widely known McCalla 
Research Professorships and is 
supported by the same Endowment 
Fund for the Future. It recognizes 
the special interest placed in the 
establishment of the Endowment 
Fund by our land-orientated 
Faculty which for many years, has 
been closely associated with the 
University “farm.” It was from 
the sale of a portion of that 
property that monies were 

derived to support the Endowment 


Fund for the Future. 

Dr. Dormier is a native of 
Norquay, Saskatchewan, who 
gained baccalaureate and master’s 
degrees from the University of 
Saskatchewan, in 1955 and 1957 
respectively. Ten years later, 
already an Assistant Professor in 
the University of Manitoba’s 
Agricultural Engineering Depart- 
ment, he gained a PhD from 
Michigan State University. For 
the next two years, from 1967 to 
1969, he remained in Manitoba as 
Associate Professor. From 1965 
to the time he left the University 
of Manitoba, Dr. Domier was 
Acting Head of his Department. 
In the first five years that 
Dr. Domier spent at The Uni- 
versity of Alberta (1969-74), he 


acted as Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Engineering 
and, then as now, held the rank 

of Professor. On completion of 
his term as Chairman, Dr. Domier 
passed a year in Sweden as 
Visiting Professor of the Swedish 
Institute of Agricultural Engineer- 
ing in Uppsala. 

During his time as Teaching 
Professor, Dr. Domier intends to 
improve the course content of 
four undergraduate courses and a 
graduate course—and this is an 
aim entirely consistent with the 
stated objectives of the Teaching 
Professorship that “teaching 
excellence should receive at least 
equal emphasis” as research 
activities. 

Dr. Domier’s primary interest 
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lies in the power and machinery 
areas of Agricultural Engineering. 
Since the introduction in 1979 
of the BSc (Agricultural Engi- 
neering) program, rapid advances 
in both technology and instru- 
mentation have necessitated (and 
continue to make necessary) 
revisions in the content of 
Dr. Domier’s courses. A major 
emphasis in the laboratory 
exercises that he will improve 
during tenure of the Professorship 
will be techniques also of data 
acquisition and analysis. 

Dr. Domier’s work during the 
coming session will undoubtedly 
have a great impact on future 


graduates of the Agricultural 
Engineering department and the 
Faculty of Agriculture and 
Forestry as a whole. As for his 
own professional development, 
Dr. Domier hopes to devote about 
five percent of the release time 
available to him to engage in 
research. Already widely published 
in professional journals, he is also 
active in disseminating knowledge 
of new advances to farmers and 
other agriculturalists at an applied 
level. Thus, it is expected that Dr. 
Domier will make good use of 

the Teaching Fellowship he has 
been awarded. (1)
